It is 
not to be thought, however, that the 
talks at"Camp David will do more 
than touch on such a vast concept, 
or even arrive at a valid assessment 
of its sincerity. 

More probably the talks will dis- 
close the intent of Mr. Khrushchev’s ‘ 
alternative plan—a composite of 
suggestions for a reduction of for- 
eign troops ‘in Europe, a central 
European zone _ free of nuclear 
weapons, liquidation of foreign 
bases and a non-aggression pact. 

Even in this case it would not 
be wise to predict much progress, 
since most of these items have al- 
ready been talked over,many times 
without appreciable benefit. 

That ig not to say, however, that 
the present talks will be wasted or 
that they should not be held. ., If 
there is to be: any hope of settle- 
ment between East and West af 
all, it must start in such face-to- 
face discussions.
